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FINAL REJECTION 

The rejection over Danstron and Volk is withdrawn in view of the amendments to claim 1 
and the arguments presented in the amendment. 

Claims Rejection 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S. C § 112 

Claim 21 is rejected under 35 U.S. C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. Correction or clarification is required. 

It is unclear what is meant by "wherein the data strobe signal input circuit includes, on 
lines 3-4, how the "data signal on line 1 can be fetched and how the "data strobe signal input 
circuit" is read on the preferred embodiment or seen on the drawings. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S. C § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis 
for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use 
or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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Claim 21 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 (€) as being anticipated by Kato (US 6,100,762). 

As the best construed, Figure 5 of Kato discloses a circuit comprising a differential circuit 
(Ml, M2), a current mirror (M3, M4), a constant current source (II) and a current adjustment 
transistor (M21, M22). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Clams 1-2, 4-20 are allowable.
